Double Tragedy in S a i l ltenito County. 
H o llis te r , October 1 lili.—At half past 
9 o’clock this morning Charles A. Fowies, 
a wealthy farmer and prom inent citizen of 
Paicines, twenty miles south of here, shot 
and killed his wife, and immediately com­ 
mitted suieiiie. The tragedy occurred at 
the San Benito Hotel in this place. Fowies 
was 52 years of age, and liis wife about 15. 
They had been married twenty-six years, 
and bad three children—a boy aged 24, 
a daughter aged 22 and a younger son. For 
some time past their marital relations had 
been unhappy, culm inating in a serious 
difficulty about three months ago, when 
Fowies wc-nt East, refusing to take his 
wife with him. Three weeks ago she left 
him, and he advertised her as having 
stolen $750 and deserted her home. She 
applied to attorney B. B. McCroskey to 
commence a divorce suit, but on his advice 
concluded to ellect a settlement outside of 
the Courts. 
This morning Fowies con­ 
sulted McCroskey, apparently accepting 
his advice, and stated that if bis wife 
would return all would be well. 
He went 
to her room, on the second iloor of the San 
Benito Hotel, -find asked her to retu n 
home with him. She said the way things 
were going she could not live with him. 
He offered to sell 
the property and 
give her one-third as her share. 
She 
would 
not 
accept 
the 
offer, 
saying 
she would “ see a lawyer first.” 
Instantly, 
says the only witness. Mrs. G. O. O'Donnell, 
he drew his revolver. She attempted to 
dart past him through the door. He fired 
three times, the first bullet grazing her 
n eck; the second, fired as she ran down 
stairs, screaming, “ Save me, 1 am shot," 
entered a few inches to the right of her left 
shoulder blade, lodging just beneath the 
skin below the right nipple. The third 
lodged in the wall. She ran down stairs, 
and about fifty yards from where she wa« 
shot fell and almost instantly expired. lie 
followed her to the foot of the stairs, where 
lie placed the pistol to the back of his 
right ear and fired, causing immediate 
death. 
Fowies was recogí.Led as a man of 
sudden, violent and ungovernable te rper. 
In 1873 he killed Andrew J. Bader near 
here, in a dispute over land. The killing 
was 
considered 
entirely 
unjustifiable. 
Wiiile in jail awaiting trial. Fowies at­ 
tempted suicide by ripping open his abdo­ 
men with a case knife. 
Afterwards be 
tore open the wounds with a spoon handle. 
He was finally acquitted, although it was 
freely charged that the jury had been 
packed.

The San Francisco Putt of last evening 
contained the following : 
A telegram front London lias been pub­ 
lished in this city, stating that the Oregon 
and California Railroad "has been sold to 
the Central Pacific, 
it seems so strange 
that four hundred miles of road could he 
sold in that off-hand m anner without any­ 
one here knowing about it, and especially 
os Senator Stanford had declared a few 
days ago that the California and Oregon 
would not be completed unless the lamí 
grant was confirmed, that a reporter of the 
/W was sent to the railroad office to make 
inquiries. 
He was itfcrred for particulars 
by the executive department to Colonel 
Creed Haymond, the active head of the 
Central 1’iicifie law department. 
‘‘The Central Pacific Railroad or any of 
its corporate branches lias not purchased 
the Oregon and California road." said 
Colonel Haymond. 
most 
emphatically, 
“and it is not likely to do so until the land 
grant is confirmed.” 
“But the telegram from London says the 
sale has been made, and part of the agree­ 
ment is that the California and Oregon is 
to be completed to Ashland at once.’ 
“ it does not matter what tl-e telegram 
says.” replied Colonel Haymond. 
" The 
road has not been sold to us! The terms of 
the contract are simply a proposition of the 
Oregon and California bondholders to this 
company, but it was not accepted. Per­ 
haps that is how tin- false telegram was 
sent—by mistaking an offer for a pur­ 
chase.” 
’’ How does the matter really stand ?” 
“ The Oregon and California road is in 
difficulties, 
it does noL pay the interest on 
the bonds, and it has got to be sold. 
Nat­ 
urally the bondholders, who have no secu­ 
rity but a profitless road, w ant to sell on 
the best terms, for, should the Oregon land 
grant beforfeiti J. they would have virtually 
no security. 
But, on the other hand, why 
should we buy a profitless road, when the 
land grant, which is its sole valuable at­ 
tachment, is in jeopardy, and not only buy. 
but saddle ourselves with an agreement io 
complete the California and Oregon a ta 
cost of $9,Q00,00o, w hether its lamí grant is 
confirmed or not'.’ The Central Pacific 
would like to buy the Oregon and Califor­ 
nia on terms that would make such a pur­ 
chase have u reasonable hope of profits; 
but even it we determined to buy at any 
■ price, there are no funds available. West­ 
ern railroad bonds, without a land grant, 
cannot be sold at any price Dow, and this 
company is very short of money, 
ft could 
not raise the money without the*land grant, 
if it wanted to do'so.” 
“ Is not the road likely to prove very 
otitable?” 
“ No; not for years, at least. There are 
already more transcontinental roads than 
there is profitable business for, and the 
local business is not enough to pav operat­ 
ing expenses. The fact "that the Oregon 
and California can’t pay its interest should 
show that there is no bonanza in the road. 
Still, if Congress will leave os the grant, we 
would like to go on and complete our road 
and buy ¡he Oregon road. This could be 
don. by selling the bonds, which, with the 
land grant as secdrity, can be remarketed. 
The Act of Congress provides that if either 
company fails to complete to the State line 
the other company may make the connec­ 
tion. wilh the consent of the State, and re­ 
ceive the land which that part of the road 
is entitled to. The road is a military neces­ 
sity, and a necessity to the prosperity of 
San Francisco, but we can t build it with­ 
out money, and money cannot be got w ith­ 
out tiie latid grant.” *

Otter H unters. 
The following is from the Monterey 
Argus: It has been known for years that 
the sea coast in the immediate vicinity of 
the Sur Rancho 
Ihe home of large 
numbers of s-.a otters, bnt until this year 
no organized effort, that we know of,"has 
ever bei-ii m nie to turn this fact to account. 
Something like a year ago the Nidiever 
Bros, took up a claim ju st below the Sur. 
After being there a short time thev becam? 
aware of the fact that otter hunting prom­ 
ised greater returns for labor and time ex­ 
pended than diii agricultural pursuits, and 
immediately set about to secure the neve- 
sary apparatus for hunting the animals on 
a large scale. 
About three months ago a 
■ompany was formed, a small 
■lit pur­ 
chased, ami a trip made up and down tli 
coast facing the 8ur. They were em inently 
successful, forty-five pelts being captured 
in a few days' time. 
Another cruise was 
then made down the coast as far as Santa 
Barbara.which added thirty-live pelts more 
to their catch. These were taken to San 
Francisco and sold at a handsome profit, 
none of the pelts selling f r less than $00, 
and one, a very large, hands an' one. of a 
fight brown, spotted color, being held as 
high as $000. 
Week before last the Nidi­ 
ever brothers returned to the Sur. 
Aban­ 
doning the yacht, they have now three 
sm all bouts, with a crew o f ten men, and 
with these they expeet !•> double up on 
their former catch, and without leaving the 
confines of the Sur. 
We understand that 
another company is talked of, to operate 
just north of the Sur,where the anim als are 
said to he unusually plentiful. The otter 
is an aquatic anim al, and feeds on fish, 
mussels, ahalones, etc., all o f which are 
found in abundnnce in the vicinity of the 
Sur. 
These anim als have a great many 
peculiar habits, and among others is one 
which struck our informant as being some­ 
thing akin to human, a-; follow s: When 
alarmed, if they have young ones not old 
enough to take care of themselves, the 
mother tucks them under her lore leg and 
dives under the water, com ing up at short 
intervals for air. 
Each time, on arising to 
the surface, the mother turns her head and 
blows strongly in the fae.s of her babies, to 
clear them ot water that m ight otherwise 
interfere with free breathing.

Light papers make a dark, dingy room 
much more cheerful: largo figures make a 
small room look much smaller and occa­ 
sions much waste in matching the figures. 
A il low rooms should be papered with 
striped paper, having the stripes running 
up and down, as it makes the room scan 
tunch higher. Subdued rints take off the 
glare of too many windows. The best ef­ 
fect is produced'by having-a paper with 
pattern and colors of a quiet tone, such as 
does not at once strike t lie eve on com ing 
into the room. 
The .paper should relieve 
and set out the im uiturc that Stands ifi 
front o f it, not attract attention from it.

Mean­ 
while military preparations are unabated. 
Krupp has been urged to hasten the de­ 
livery ot guns, the payment for which has 
been guaranteed. Everything indicates an 
early invasion of Bulgaria.

Turkish circles the o; inion is expressed 
that a majority of the Powers are inclined 
to reíase to recognize the Bulgarian Union, 
as they consider that that course would be 
the leasi dangerous to European ]x*ace. 
Marquis De Novillos, the French Embassa­ 
dor, and Herr Von Radowits. the German 
Embassador, express astonishment that the 
Turkish Government did not send troops 
to Eastern Kor.meüa at the beginning of 
the trouble.

THE 7JEIGN OF THE HOODLUM. 
it i- becoming a serious question wheth­ 
er the hoodlum reigns in Sacramento, or 
decent, order-loving people. At night the 
chief streets of our city present to view al­ 
together too many of the hoodlum class ; 
most of them are armed to the teeth, and 
not hesitating to rouse slumbering citizens 
by ti*e crack of the pistol. The “ all-night 
houses are favorite resorts with them, and 
the villainous courage they receive in these 
places emboldens jlieiu to all sorts of 
nefarious deeds. 
Shootings bv them, and 
by citizens in defense of their lives and. 
property, tiro the result. 
AYe do not pur­ 
pose to inquire at this time into the causes 
of hojillumism. They are patent enough. 
But it matters little what they are. It is 
sufficient to know that the hoodlum has 
small fear of the law or its officer-. Our 
jtolice force is, of necessity, small, and the 
beats of the officers are out of all propor­ 
tion to the duties of efficient peace officers. 
1 he hoodlum has „o difficulty whatever in 
taking advantage of the broad territory the 
roundsmen must traverse, to do their deed- 
when the watchman is far distant. It may 
lie that it will become necessary for all 
good citizens to arm themselves and give 
the hoodlum some of hi- own medi­ 
cine. 
Men have, within 
the year, 
been knocked down and robbed, the 
property 
of 
citizens 
destroyed, the 
night made hideous with the shouts of 
revelry, women and children assaulted, 
and the peace of the people broken— 
and 
all 
in 
spite 
of the 
police. 
It is popular and easy to blame the force, 
but so far as close observation reveals the 
truth, we believe it is as vigilant and effec­ 
tive as it can lie expected to lie. The Con­ 
stitution and the laws under it, give this 
people the right to set up and enforce reg­ 
ulative measures that will dip the wings of 
the hoodlum. One of these would be the 
closing of the “ all night" houses, say at 
midnight. 
Citizens claiming 
to 
lie 
reputable will approve the righteousness 
of this suggestion, and aid in making it 
effective. Another would lie to narrow the 
"down town" beats and mount the officers 
on speedy horses for the outside beats- 
Still another would lie to swear in a force 
of a -ore of citizens as special officers, 
who are willing to serve for the good of 
society, in that capacity, as occasion de­ 
mands, and thus lie entitled under the law 
to carry arms and make arrests. Th, 
method has lieen tried in other cities, and 
has worked well. The streets of Sacra­ 
mento should be as free of objectionable 
characters at night as by day. As it is, the 
opium-joints, the all night houses, the low 
dance-houses and other vulgar places, spew 
out upon the highway at night a class of 
hoodlums and the leeches that live on 
the earnings of disreputable women, that 
would better society if each festive mein' 
lier of the crew would hang himself. At 
time- these rough fellows congregate upon 
street comers and indulge in such loud­ 
mouthed language, that no citizen escort­ 
ing his wife or daughter will venture to 
come within hearing. The hoodlum class 
is by no means confined to the male sex. 
There is an augmentation of the lowest' 
tinier oi the disreputable women of the 
street that is unaccountable in these hard 
times. They should lie driven out—-just 
the same. There is a broad field fur active 
work in the matter of preserving the peace 
and order and decency of the city, for the 
si timbering Citizens’ Association. It has 
the opportunity now 


The ( nited States District Attorney at 
San Francisco ha- intervened in a habeas • 
corpus application made by a Chinaman - OUARANTIXE 
who is detained on shipboard as not en­ 
titled to land in the United States. This 
is to be a test case as to the jurisdiction of 
the United States Courts in such eases, and 
is it, the direction of the suggestion made 
by the newlv-appointed Collector of Port, 
Judge Hager. His view of the question 
was recently fully treated in these col­ 
umns, and the jiosition taken was fortified 
by the opinion of a prominent jurist of the 
State, in a communication addressed to this 
journal. In brief, it is that a Chinaman 
restrained from landing is not deprived of 
his liberty, but only of entry u¡«m Ameri­ 
can soil, and that the writ of habeas cor­ 
pus is not to l>e used to give one t lie right 
to come into a territory in violation of law, 
which is forbidden him by an Act of Con­ 
gress passed in conformity with a treatv 
made with China. The party is at liberty 
to go where lie pleases, but not to come 
into United States territory. 
lie has 
gained no right in the United States, and 
Is therefore deprived of none. It is thus a 
Federal and diplomatic question, and not 
one for the Courts at all. We believe that 
this position of Judge I lager is a correct 
one, and that it will go far toward solving 
the involved Chinese restriction question. 
It is to lie hoped that the United States 
District Court will see its way clear to 
maintain this view of the ease. 


AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 


OHIO. 
From present advices, it appears certain 
that the Republicans of Ohio have 
achieved a decisive victory, and that the 
Democracy and the whisky ring have been 
drubbed soundly. The surprise of the 
election seems to have been the Prohibi­ 
tion vote, which this year was largely 
drawn from the Democratic party. Had 
the Democracy of the country been true 
to their leader, the President, the people 
would have reposed more confidence in the 
party. But the ill-disguised animosity of 
the party bosses to the civil service policy 
of the Administration has had its legiti­ 
mate result, and the spoils men have been 
taught that sincerity is a virtue, even in 
politics. John Sherman will go back to 
the I nited States Senate, and the protec­ 
tion of the political rights oí the freed- 
men in the South will become one of the 
leading topics in the Senate, with Mr. 
Sherman as a champion of non-discrimina­ 
tion.

T here have been made recently to the 
British Medical Association demonstra­ 
tions of the fact cold does not oí neces­ 
sity destroy disease germs. It is popular 
liclief that winter kills oil' germs of dis­ 
eases, especially of those that are liable to 
become epidemic. 
But the experiments 
of the Association show that even Arctic 
rigors do not kill all germs. Their active 
influence may lie and is hugely stayed bv 
freezing temperature, but with the return 
of heat these germs revive. In the case of 
yellow fever we know this to he true in 
our own country. Where victims of the 
fever arc buried, even two and three freez­ 
ing winters do not kill oil' the germs that 
infest the grave soil. It will help those 
who sneer at sanitary science, and imagine 
that winter wipes out all danger, to a 
clearer view of the truth to learn that such 
a faith is delusive ; that it is worse, for it 
cultivates a habit of neglect that results 
in untold human suffering. 


The New "York Herald says .the experi­ 
ment that is being tried in New York is 
one to demonstrate whether or not the 
Democratic party can go ahead by moving 
backward. That is to say, the party in 
New York courted and won the reform 
element—so styled, at least—to its support 
last year; but this season, that agency 
having served the turn of the Democracy, 
the party proposes to go it alone, and in a 
direction divergent from reform.

The Election in Ohio. 
Cincinnati, October If th.—The counting 
of the returns of yesterday’s election is in a 
chaotic state. In precinct F, of the Nine­ 
teenth Ward, when the count had pro­ 
ceeded so far last night that 284unscra!ched 
Democratic tickets and 56 unscratched Re­ 
publican tickets had been counted, the 
Judges stopped their work, aud it has not 
yet been resumed. In precinct D the box 
has not yet been opened since the polls 
closed last night, because one of the Judges 
holding the key cannot be found. There 
are 421 votes in this box, according to the 
dial. These two precincts, and one in the 
country, are missing from the tables, from 
which it appears that Foraker has a ma­ 
jority of 537 in Hamilton county. The 
county precinct which is missing last year 
gave a Republican majority of 17. The 
total vote in precinct F, of the Nineteenth 
Ward, is 454. From these data the Repub­ 
licans claim that Foraker carries the 
county. The returns on the legislalive 
ticket are not nearly- so complete, but 
it appears that it runs ahead of Foraker at 
the rate of two to a precinct. This would 
make the legislative vote about 400 greater 
than Foraker’s. There is no possibility of 
a complete report from Hamilton county 
to-nigiit. and indeed nothing can be safely- 
predicted upon this county- until the official 
count is made. The fact that in one pre­ 
cinct the Judges found more than 200 votes 
in excess of the whole number of registered 
voters, coupled with the irregularities with 
reference to the two precincts above men­ 
tioned. has caused a deep feeling of indig­ 
nation. This found expression this after­ 
noon at a meeting of the Committee of One 
Hundred, composed of prominent business 
men of both parties. Action was taken 
looking to the prompt and fearless prose­ 
cution of all offenders. One man begged 
the committee to omit nothing that should 
be done for want of money, as he would 
meet all bills, even to the extent of $5,000, 
if necessary-, to punish and prevent frauds 
against the ballot-box. 
WHERE TIIK PROHIBITION VOTE CAME FROSI. 
New York, October lltli.—A Columbus 
(Ohio) special to the Commexcial says: The 
largest Prohibition gains arc in Democratic 
precincts, thus showing that the Demo­ 
cratic leaders, who tried to make a cat s 
paw of the Prohibitionists, have been seri­ 
ously burned. The Republicans, with their 
better organization, got out their vote in the 
cities, while in the country, where the feel­ 
ing seemed most in their favor, the vote 
was not so fully drawn out. A cold rain 
feil all day. with no more than half an 
hour's cessation at any time. This did not 
seem to have helped the Democrats. As 
heretofore, the Germans in all the cities 
went strongly for the Republicans. The 
colored men to a considerable extent polled 
with the Democrats. Cleveland’s friends 
are much depressed by the Republican vic­ 
tory. They do not disguise the conviction 
that it will have a bad effect on the Demo­ 
cratic canvass in New York. It will be 
remembered that Hoadlv declined to be a 
candidate for renomination, and that he 
visited Washington and was persuaded to 
take the field by the direct solicitation of 
the President. 
o p in io n s o f t h e p r e s-. 
New York, October 14th.—The Post's 
leader rays : “ According to present ap­ 
pearances, the Ohio Democrats have got 
their thrashing. The majority against 
them may not be large, but it is sufficient, 
ritey have misused the advantages which 
the fair fame of Cleveland’s administra­ 
tion placed in their hands by failing to in­ 
dorse bis civil service policy anti treating it 
with ill-disguised contempt or open hos­ 
tility. They went into tfie campaign with 
no issue that appealed to the popular de­ 
sire for reform of any sort. "The spoils 
system and the liquor interests were their 
main reliance in the campaign. Governor 
Hoadly was better than his party, but his 
ability and irood character were overborne 
in public estimation by bis surroundings 
and outweighed by the bail conduct of the 
Cincinnati Enyuircr gang. It is a surprise 
to be told that the Prohibition vote was 
taken from the Democrats in as large pro­ 
portion as from the Republicans. It will 
be well to wait some further testimony on 
this point, tine of the consequences of the 
election will be the return of Sherman to 
the Senate. He will thus have an oppor­ 
tunity to introduce a bill to reduce the 
representation of the Southern States in 
Congress in proportion as he thinks the 
colored men are disfranchised. We shall 
await the details of this measure with deep 
interest. Another consequence, and a hap­ 
pier one. will be to make the punishment 
of the spoils Democracy in New York more 
decisive than it would otherwise have been. 
Hill represents a half-concealed hostility to 
President Cleveland’s policy, which domi­ 
nated the Ohio Convention in August. He 
stands for the spoils system ami will fall 
witlj it.’’ 
The Yfait and Express says: The results 
in Ohio will put new life, energy, vigor and 
hope into the Republican campaign in this 
State. They will be worth at least 10,000 
votes to the New York Republican ticket, 
and perhaps twice that number.

DEMOCRATS IN WASHINGTON SURPRISED. 
New York, October 14th.—A Post Wash­ 
ington special says : The result in Ohio was 
a great surprise to the Democrats here. 
Various officials seem quite at a loss to fur­ 
nish a satisfactory explanation, as they had 
been led to believe from the advices which 
they received that the Republicans would 
certainly lose and not gain on the vote of 
1883. Democratic officials generally choose 
to assign only two possible reasons for the 
defeat: First, the Germans of Hamilton 
county were dissatisfied with the local gov­ 
ernment in Cincinnati, and determined to 
defeat what they call the “ ring." Second, 
the Prohibition vote, which seems to have 
considerably increased, drew as much from 
the Democrats as from the Republicans. 
Muldrow, Assistant Secretary of the In­ 
terior, says : “ 1 think it is to be explained 
by the tact that the Prohibitions ranks were 
swelled from the Democracy. Prohibition 
is becoming a very important factor in elec­ 
tions in the South, and 1 judge that it has 
been in Ohio this time.1' 
No oue'has succeeded in obtaining any 
expression from the President upon the 
result. Those near him say that he stated 
prior to the election that whoever might be 
elected the policy of the Administration 
would remain the same. 
t h e a d m in is t r a t io n a s t o n is h e d . 
W ashington, October 14th.—The result 
of the election in Ohio is a decided surprise 
to the Administration and to Democrats 
generally here. It had teen believed that 
Hoadly would carry the State ticket 
through, but the Legislature was in doubt. 
Some Democrats strongly believed that they 
would carry the Legislature. It was known 
that Hoadly had onlv consented to run 
after a consultation with the President, and 
it was believed that the Administration was 
giving him all the aid possible without 
forfeiting its policy of non-interference in 
State elections. The returns wore received 
at the White House up to midnight, but 
Colonel Laiuont said lie bad got all the 
news he wanted at half-past 9. Officials 
who have been spoken with to-day are dis­ 
posed to think the result in Ohio will have 
no effect upon New York. They sav that 
they expected the State would go' Republi­ 
can, as Ohio is generally safe for the Re­ 
publicans. The latter statement is true, 
but the first is not. Democrats of the old 
school lay the blame on the President, for 
his delay in making appointments, and 
they attribute his defeat in Ohio as a re­ 
buke to Mr. Cleveland's policy. They hope 
it will be a lesson to him, and that he will 
hereafter consult with the simon-pure 
Democracy and not with Mugwumps. One 
thing is generally conceded, and that is 
that the result yesterday has insured the 
return o: John Sherman to the Senate, and 
also brought him prominently forward as 
a Presidential candidate in 188.3.

Quarantine Orders Issued from W ash­ 
ington. 
Washington, October 14th.—A circular, 
approved by the President, in regard to 
the maintenance of quarantine inspections 
at the northern frontier of "the United 
States, has been issued to the Medical 
Officer of the Marine Hospital Service, 
customs officers and others concerned. 
After reciting the quarantine law. and its 
application to the prevention of infection 
from small-pox brought from the Canadian 
border, the following orders are made: 
1. Cntil further orders, all vessels arriving 
from ports in Canada, and trains of cars aud 
other vehicles crossing the border line, must be 
examined by a Medical Inspector of the Marine 
Hospital Service before they will be allowed to 
enter the United States, unless provision shail 
have been made by the State or municipal quar- 
antinc laws aud regulations tor such examina­ 
tions. 
2. All persons arriving from Ganada, by rail 
or otherwise, must be examined by such Medi­ 
cal Inspector before they will be allowed to 
enter tlie I'nited States, unless provision lias 
been made for such examinations as aforesaid. 
3. All persons coming from infected districts 
not giving satisfactory evidence of protection 
against the small pox, will be prohibited from 
proceeding into the United States until after 
such period as the Medical Inspector, or any 
other sanitary officer duly authorized, may di­ 
rect.4. Inspectors will vaccinate all unprotected 
persons who desire, or are willing to submit to 
vaccination, free of charge. Any such person 
refusing to be vaccinated shall be prevented 
from entering the United States. 
5. All baggage, clothing and other eftects and 
articles of merchandise, coming from infected 
districts and liable to earn- infection, or sus­ 
pected of being infected, will be subjected to a 
thorough disinfection. 
6. All persons showing evidence of having 
had the small-pox or varioloid, or who exhibit 
a well-defined mark of recent vaccination, may 
lie considered protected, but the wearing ap­ 
parel and baggage of such protected persons 
who may come from infected districts, or have 
been exposed to infection, will be subjected to a 
thorough disinfection, as above provided. 
7. Customs officers and United States Medical 
Inspectors will consult and act in conjunction 
with the authorized State and local health au­ 
thorities, so far as may be practicable, and un­ 
necessary detention of trains or other vehicles, 
persons, animals, baggage or merchandise, will 
be avoided so far as may be consistent with the 
prevention of tlie introduction of diseases dan­ 
gerous to tlie public health in the United States. 
8. Inspectors will make full weeklv reports of 
the services performed under this regulation. 
9. As provided in Section 5. all quarantine 
officer-, or agents acting under any state or 
municipal system, upon application of the re­ 
spective State or municipal authori.ies, are em­ 
powered to enforce the provisions of these 
regulations, and are hereby authorized to pre­ 
vent theentrance into the United States of any 
vessel or vehicle, person, merchandise or ani­ 
mals, prohibited under the Act aforesaid. 
10. in the enforcement of these regulations 
there shall be no interference w ith anv quaran­ 
tine laws or regulations existing under or to be 
provided by any State or municipal authority.

Washington, October 14th.—Tlie Post­ 
master-General has decided that the De­ 
partment is under no obligation to deliver 
mail thrown into its box by Wells, Fargo <i 
Co., after they have canceled their stamp, 
and Postmasters have bten requested to 
refuse such matter. It appears that it has 
been the practice of the express company 
to transport letters as far as their lines ex­ 
tend. and then place them in the United 
States mail for delivery, where the point of 
destination is beyond the limits of their 
own service. 
C rusade Against Vice in New York. 
New York, October 14th.—New York's 
pet Police Captain. Williams, was beforethe 
Senate Investigating Committee yesterday. 
His testimony fnmi'hes a curious sequel to 
the exposures already made of our corrupt 
excise system. According to the Tintes, 
which is one of Williams’ admirers, the 
Captain said he stood by all that he had 
said in his written reports about the Cre- 
morno. the Hayruarket and Tom Gould's 
being resorts for women of at least doubtful 
character: but withal he considered them 
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proper places to be licensed. *' We might 
as well look this question in the face, gen­ 
tlemen. These fast women must be taken 
j front the streets. They canríbt help them­ 
, selves oftentimes. So soon as it is known 
1 that a woman’s reputation is bad most 
women won't employ her. and half the 
time they won’t let anybody else employ 
her. There is a law against killing her. 
She must live, and she seeks that living in 
the streets, low as it is. Now, I look upon 
any place as a blessing that will get these 
people off the streets under one roof. The 
police know where they are. So long as 
the place is quiet and orderly the public 
does not suffer much inconvenience from 
it. If it is not orderly the police know 
their duty. The places you have questioned 
me about are careful to keep within the 
hounds of law, so far as I know. It was 
with a full knowledge of the kind of peo­ 
ple they shelter that I made my reports on 
their applications for license." 
The Tribune says: Every well-informed 
man in this city knows these resorts are a 
disgrace to New York. It is very well to 
keep the streets safe, but the police ought 
to strive to do more titan dam up immoral­ 
ity within doors. Captain Williams should 
bo a little cautious. To talk as iie did yes­ 
terday is to offer direct encouragement to 
the stories which gravely impeach his in­ 
tegrity as a police officer. The crusade of 
the Business Men’s Association against’ 
vice in the district in which Captain 
Williams protested the houses stand is be­ 
ginning to bear fruit. 
The 8un says: Nobody was allowed to 
loiter in West Twenty-fourth street last 
night. The new policemen kept everybody 
moving on. The result of the new system 
was the first thing reported at the meeting 
of the Owners and Business Men’s Asso­ 
ciation when it met at 107 West Twenty- 
seventh street to hear what had been 
accomplished during the past week toward 
purifying that thoroughfare of disreputable 
men and women. Abundance of money 
has been subscribed, more than could be 
used at present. The agent of one of the 
houses rented for nefarious purposes is an 
elder in an un-town church. 
The P olitical Situation in New York. 
New York, October 14tli.—The Times 
leads in the campaign against Hill in this 
State, furnishing most of the fighting ma­ 
terial. This morning it shows Hill’s career 
as editor of the Elmira Gazette, which was 
full of copperhead venom against war vet­ 
erans, General Grant and colored voters. 
He opposed Decoration Day exercises as a 
dumb show, and said of General Grant 
while President: “The Pharahos once ruled 
the Egyptians and the Israelites as Poti- 
pliar Grant rules the negroes and the Cau­ 
casians of tlie United Slate--, including 
Alaska and possibly San Domingo.” The 
expedients which the Democrats are driven 
to in this State are shown by the printed 
circulars sent to clergymen of this State, 
urging them to oppose'Davenport’s election’ 
because he owned a vineyard ante and is 
anti-temperance.

Bank. It also showed that in 18S4 the city- 
transferred a portion of its deposits froiii 
tiie Importers' and Traders' regular bank 
of deposits to tlie Marine Bank. It states 
that the city had on deposit, at tlie time of 
tlie failure of the Marine Bank, $1,300,000. 
Deputy Comptroller Stowes stated to the 
committee that the deposits of the city 
were not made by the »Uty Chamberlain, 
hut by the heads of departments. The 
witness did not know why Comptroller 
Grant favored the Marine Bank by large 
deposits. 
Isaac Barrett, book-keeper in the Comp­ 
troller's office, testified to having called the 
Comptroller’s attention to the extraordi­ 
nary balance with the Marine Bank. Ward 
had asked to have the deposits in the Ma­ 
rino Bank made as largo as possible at cer­ 
tain times, and on one occasion had writ­ 
ten a letter. The letter from Ward was as 
follows: 
M ay 3,1SS1. 
Mr. Montgomery—D ear 8¡r : i had a talk with 
the Comptroller about the bank balance yester­ 
day, and he said he wife perfectly agreeable to 
anything done bylheChamberlain’. 1 am carrying 
some ot the bonds I took yesterday in the Marine 
Bank, and I want you, if possible, to put the 
100th or 20Oth in the Marine till Wednesday, as 
I have sold on a lot of bonds to be delivered on 
Monday.

Resolved, That we reaffirm our purpose to re­ 
tain and continue all our present employes who 
may become competent workmen, and that we 
will not employ any other workmen except 
those who will work with and on the same 
terms as our present employes. 
The Association adjourned to the regular 
monthly meeting in November. 
A Gang of Counterfeiters Broken Up. 
Pittsburg, October 14th.—Government 
Agent Sweeny and three deputies brought 
to this city to night four more of a gang of 
counterfeiters who have been operating in 
the northeastern counties for a long time. 
These arrests have broken up the band. 
The ring-leaders are in custody in this city, 
and another arrest was made this after­ 
noon, in all eleven of the shrewdest crim­ 
inals who have operated in western Penn­ 
sylvania, who are. pretty sure to remain 
residents 
f the Penitentiary for some 
years to come. The names ot the ten now 
in the central station are Boston Buck, 
Louis Whitmore, Samuel Seehrist, Ed. 
Harmon and Ben Farr, manufacturers of 
bogus coin, and George Buck and Seehrist, 
wholesale dealers. 
Boston Buck is the 
leader of the gang. 
Their 
“ mills,” 
as 
the 
officers 
call 
the 
places 
of manufacture, were in mysterious 
places in the hills, and for months they 
manufactured all denominations of silver 
coin, from a ten cent piece to a dollar, ami 
“ shoved” in Clarion Jefferson, Armstrong, 
Indiana. Butler, Warren, Forest, McKean, 
Elk and other counties. They had a com­ 
plete system, and probablv considered 
themselves safe from detection. They had 
signs, signals and grips, and when á cus­ 
tomer came to purchase the “ aueer ” he 
would be taken deep into the Woods, and 
with a gun at his head and hands raised, 
be forced to swear never to divulge their 
secrets. Probably a dozen wholesale deal­ 
ers worked with the gang captured, and a 
hundred “ shovers " passed tlie bogus coin 
off on the public.

Boston, October 14th.—It was reported 
yesterday from Washington that the posi­ 
tion of Chairman of the United States Civil 
Service Commission had been offered to 
Colonel Charles R. Codman, of Massachu­ 
setts.

W a s h in g t o n , October 14th.—The Act of 
Congress providing for the taking of a semi­ 
decennial census in tlie States and Terri­ 
tories authorized the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior to pay half the cost of the census 
where the returns were filed with the De­ 
partment before September 1st. Dakota 
and Colorado each took a census, and pre­ 
sented accounts amounting to $35,506 and

CORONER’S ISQUEST. 


Evitlence <Jlven a t th e Im iuest Hel«l O ver 
th e R em ains of W . H. H arris. 
A t 7:30 p. m . yesterday an inquest was 
held at Coroner C lark's office on F oprth 
street, over th e rem ains of H enry H arris, 
w ho was shot on Sunday m orning last by 
M. Zeller, in frontjof Paine’s stable, on K 
street, betw een F ifth and Sixth. 
T he w it­ 
nesses testified as follows : 
T hom as McCants said he knew th e de­ 
ceased since he was a child. 
T hink he was 
about 21 years of age. 
IVas present at the 
difficulty th at resulted in his death. H arris, 
m yself and a m an by the nam e o f Lewis 
were on our way hom e. 
A m an asked 
us to take a drink, and we went into 
th e saloon 
at 
Fifth 
and 
K 
streets. 
W hen I cam e out there was a difficulty. 
I 
saw H arris retreating from the crowd, and 
apparently 
try in g 
to 
defend 
him self. 
H eard th e shot that killed H arris, but 
don't know w ho lired it. 
D on't know 
w hether he w as arm ed or not. 
Never 
knew him to carry a weapon. 
Did not 
know th at H arris was shot a t the tim e, and 
did not know it u ntil I was arrested bv 
ofiicer Brisscl in an oyster house above on 
the street a short tim e afterw ards. 
Before 
the shooting I was asked crut of th e saloon 
by a m an w hom I thought “ w anted to 
jtin tp m e.” 
T hen it was th at I saw and 
heard the row. 
T he m an who asked me 
out was not very drunk. H arris was pretty 
full at the tim e, but could walk straight. 
I was at th e end of the crow d w hen 
th e 
shot 
w as 
fired, 
and 
after th at 
I could not find H arris. 
. I had been 
drinking considerable myself, and did not 
know any one had hec-n shot u n til I was 
arrested.’ 
N athaniel Lowe—I cante to this city last 
fair week. 
W hen at hom e I live on Pine 
street in San Francisco. 
W as at w ork at 
m y trade, th a t 
of 
printer, for H arry 
W eaver, during fair week. 
I happened to 
come along at the tim e of the hom icide. 
Saw som e m en quarreling in front of 
Paine’s stable. 
W as attracted to the row ; 
som ebody was down, and saw two m en ad ­ 
vancing upon each other. 
One had his 
hands up. the other his band on his hip 
pocket. 
Did n ot see Which one fired the 
hot. 
T he m an w ho had liis hands up 
fired the shot, I think. 
H arris afterw ards 
ran across the street. T he air was full of 
oaths; could n o t tell w ho it was th at u-ed 
th e vilest language. 
My hat was knocked 
off in the row. 
On going borne, w hich I 
did w ith M ike Zeller, be told m e lie fired 
tiie shot, saying, ” H e pulled upon me, anil 
I shot h im .” 
A t th at tim e we neither 
thought H arris injured. 
M ike Zeller was 
sober, and claim ed th at w hat h e had 
done “ was in self-defense.” 
Zeller ap­ 
parently was endeavoring to get aw ay from 
H arris. 
It was so dark th at I could not 
distinguish the features of any one. 
I was 
in th e com pany of M r. Fogarty, w ho is 
employed as a pressm an a t 11. S .’< rocker A 
C’o. s. 
I stop at the Pacific H otel. 
H arris 
and Zeller cam e from th e crowd, the latter 
apparently retreating. 
H arris ran im m e­ 
diately after th e shot, across th e street. 
Zeller said to me, going hom e, th at he was 
obliged to carry a pistol. 
H e did not soy 
anything about liaving 
an 
old grudge 
tgainst H arris. 
J. M. Sullivan, police officer, w ho ar­ 
rested Zeller at his residence, on F o u rth 
street, betw een S and T. said : W hen Zeller 
was arrested lie adm itted the shooting, say­ 
ing that H arris put liis hand behind him , 
saying, ” I will fix you,” and th en Zeller 
said he shot him . 
D istrict A ttorney Buckley said lie called 
to see H arris on Sunday last. 
H arris said 
th a t tim e ” h e expected to die.” 
H e said 
th at on the n ig h t of the row he was in the 
aloon w ith som e tw enty others. 
T here 
was a row . A Skye terrier kept biting his 
pantaloons, an d lie kicked th e dog several 
tim es. 
H e was standing near the edge of 
the sidew alk, and said a m an cam e up, 
and, pointing a pistol to bis breast, shot 
hint. 
H e did n o t know w hy it was done, 
unless the dog belonged to the m an, or else 
he was annoyed at bis kicking h im . 
H e 
m ade that statem ent know ing, as he said, 
th at Tie was dying.” 
Leonard H arris, father o f the deceased, 
said : W illiam H en ry H arris was a native 
of California, 21 years and 10 m onths old. 
T he surgeons w ho held the post m ortem 
said th at the cause of death was a bullet 
w ound in th e tipper part o f the left side of 
the chest, near th e m edian line, fracturing 
the first rib near its junction w ith the 
breast bone, and partially severing the sub­ 
clavian vein, w hich caused a hem orrhage. 
T h e ju ry retired, an d in a very few m o­ 
m ents returned th e follow ing v e rd ict: “A t 
an inquest held upon th e body of a m an 
who was shot on Sunday m orning. October 
12, 1 s,S3, on K street, betw een F ilth and 
Sixth, south side, an d died at his father’s 
residence. T enth street, betw een O and P, 
on W ednesday m orning, October 14, 1885, 
we, th e C oroner’s ju ry , being duly sum ­ 
m oned and sw orn by the Coroner to in ­ 
quire into the death o f said m an, do find 
from the evidence before us that said m an’s 
nam e is W illiam H en ry H arris, a native of 
California, aged 21 years and 10 m onths. 
That liis death was caused by a pistol shot 
fired bv M ichael Zeller.”
